HIGHLIGHTS 



♦ The UCCSN is currently serving 68,230 state-supported students. This is an increase 
of 2,632 students or 4.0% from the fall of 1994 and an increase of 59.1% from the 
fall of 1985. 

• The UCCSN community colleges currently serve 36,41 4 state-supported 
students, an increase of 3,434 students, or 10.4% more than the number 
enrolled in fall 1994 and an increase of 67.3% from the fall of 1985. 

• The total headcount for the UCCSN community colleges, including both 
state supported and non-state supported classes, is 53,832. 

• The universities currently serve 31,816 state-supported students, a decrease 
of 802 students or 2.5% fewer than the number enrolled in fall 1994 and 
an increase of 50.7% over the fall of 1985.

♦ The UCCSN currently enrolls 36,937 full-time equivalent (FTE) students. This 
represents an increase of 849 FTE students, or 2.4% from fall 1994 and an increase 
of 69.0% from the fall of 1985. 

• The community colleges currently enroll 1 4,610 FTE students, an increase 
of 1,125 students, or 8.3% from the fall 1994 semester and an increase of 
97.2% from the fall of 1985. 

• The universities currently enroll 22,327 FTE students, a decrease of 276 
FTE students, or 1.2% from the fall 1994 semester and an increase of 
54.5% from the fall of 1985. 
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♦ 69% of IICCSN students are part-time students. 

• 48% of university students are part-time students, 1 % fewer than in 1 994. 

• 87% of community college students are part-time students, up from 85% 
1994. 

♦ 56% of all students in fall 1995 are female, the same proportion as in 1994. 

♦ 71.7% of all IICCSN students in fall 1 995 are white, 19.3% are minority students, 
2.8% are nonresident alien, and 6.2% are of unknown status. 

♦ Student age data are collected every other year. The following UCCSN age data were 
reported for fall 1995: 

• Systemwide, 27. 1 % of students are between 1 8 and 2 1 years of age. 

• 33.5% of students are 22 to 29 years of age. 

• 1 9.5% of students are 30 to 39 years of age. 

• 1 1 .8% of students are between 40 to 49 years of age, 6.5% are over 50 

years of age, and 1 .5% are under 1 8 years of age.
